The first requirement is one often termed "leadership," 
but much better described an executive ability. H ow can it be 
found? 
One good proving ground for large-scale executive 
ability will always be the governorship of the densely-populated 
and diversified states. The capitol* of such state* are all Wash- 
melons in miniature. 
The man who can be a successful governor 
of such a state has the rapacity to be a successful President. But 
executive ability, like gold, is where you find it. 
The other basic requirement, from the H r publican point of 
view, is something often clem rilled as "party loyalty"-—though 
again, this term is rather inadequate. 
Much more is involved 
than mere blind adherence to tenets handed down from the 
past 
Actually, the two qualities of executive abdify and loyalty 
to party interwove closely to make any past great leader of the 
American type. 
Leaders who cut themselves loose from their 
party ties, or, us in the rase of the present Democratic Prest 
dent, permit the ties to remain, but drag their party hither and 
thither behind them, are following, nftt the Am erican pattern, 
but a foreign pattern which sooner or later inevitably produces 
dictatorships. 
The two party system has been the basis of Am erican poli­ 
tics, and hence of this nation's growth and greatness, from its 
very early days. W hat the multi-party or one-party systems do, 
in creating confusion and disaster, has been well shown during 
recent years in Europe, where Socialism now is spreading by 
leaps and bounds. 
The two-party system is on trial in this country. 
Unless 
the Republican nominee turns out to be a firm, devoted follower 
of his party's faith, who knows what the Republican Party 
stands for, who believes in it and knows why he believes in it, 
who is not only eager to work with and through his party but 
is familiar with the technique of doing so— unless such a man 
is the next Republican President, then the 
two-party 
system 
will almost inevitably perish by one of two roads: either the fall­ 
ing apart of all factions save the one which happens to be in 
power, or the breaking up o! both of the two major parties into 
numerous impotent sub-parties. 
The mechanical details of the job faced by the next Repub­ 
lican president stagger the imagination. H e w ill inherit a public 
Ataff of more than two million, all of them politically hostile to 
him, and sprinkled through the most complicated structure of 
government ever put together. 
The taking over of 
this 
gigantic 
octopus, 
and 
trying 
to make it change its direction, will be a bloodless revolution 
unprecedented in history. No one man, except a dictator, could 
possibly do this successfully any way other than through party 
machinery. 
The test of the greatness of 
all 
outstanding Am erican 
Presidents has been that they knew what they wanted— that is, 
knew what was vitally important— and they knew How to get it. 
Chis was true of Washington. Getting freedom, and building a 
strong and flexible central government, were his great objec­ 
tives; he never let any minor problems get in the way of those 
two issues. Likewise with Lincoln—-the saving of the union was 
his one prime objective, and nothing diverted him from it. 
This nation today is beset with even more gigantic and 
more numerous problems than in Washington's or Lincoln's day. 
The next Republican President must understand those 
problems; and, for there to be even a remote chance of success 
in dealing with them, his appraisal of these issues, and of the 
policies necessary to solve them, must conform in general with 
the sentiments, convictions and traditions of the Republican 
Party. 
Obviously, here, is a point which greatly limits the field 
of candidates: the nominee should, first, have some intimacy 
of knowledge with the national problems; and second, be fully 
committed to attempting to meet them by the same everlasting 
principles which, in the past, successfully overcame similar prob­ 
lems during previous Republican regimes. 
I od ay this country is faced with three dangers simultane­ 
ously: first, the collapse of our already over-strained national 
finances through the process known as inflation; second, the 
complete disintegration of constitutional government, already 
distorted to the breaking point; and third, the growing threat 
of 
w calamitous W orld W ur resulting from the unsuccessful 
New Deal experiments of appeasing Russia into power, anti from 
a parade of blunders and betrayals of our friends iii foreign 
affairs. 
I he economic principles of tile Republican Party are drawn 
from those of Alexander I bouillon. O nly when the Republicans 
tame to power in the W ar between the States did those principles 
dominate national policy. 
Virtually all of the expansion, en­ 
richment, prosperity aud rising standards of living which this 
nation has « ver seen occurred between the end of the C ivil W ar 
and the binh ol (lit* New Deul. 
I lie one hope* for escaping national bankiuptcy is a speedy 
leturii t*» those principles, 
lins is not "going hackwaids." any «• 
more than it is reactionary lo govern ones lite by the 
leu 
I am mend men ts or the Golden Rule 
Summarized, the Kepuh 
lican fiscal policy, 
administered during this nation's seventy 
tat 
years, was; sound money, 
rigid 
economy 
i i i 
national 
government, aud encouragement o| private enteiprise as the 
only true creator of tangible wealth. 
( an we return to sin h principles? G illy uudri the leader 
ship of a President who believes in them, who t an apply them 


is a series of qualities of a different order from experience. He 
needs faith in Am erica— faith in its past as well as in its future; 
need* to be a proud and able exponent of the American type 
of freedom. H e needs to be a man of principle and integrity, 
to whom our past reversals and betrayals would be unthinkable. 
lf peace can be found, it will not be through complicated 
machinery, bu: upon the very simple principles of justice, tol­ 
erance, and good faith. 
Basically, in the present deadlock, 
peace is attainable only through a meeting of minds between 
.Stalin in Russia and a new American President. W hat incentive 
has Stalin to put any faith in the present Am erican regime-— 
hasn t he had the best of ring-side seat* to witness how little 
«»ur mid-war promises meant to the small nations of the whole 
Eastern half of Europe? 
The day we broke our pledges to 
Poland, any real understanding between Russia and New Deal 
Am erica became impossible. 
I he worst commentary on the present dilemma is that 
our current national leaders am* visibly unwilling to sit down 
with Stalin any more, even when he hints his willingness to do 
so. 
W h y, except fear of being reminded of how little our 
national promises have meant in foreign affairs during recent 
years? 
Weasel words, appeasement and broken faith have brought 
us where we are. 
It is up to the next President to force the 
card* out on the table 
A n d it is up to the Republican party to 
pick a man with the courage, capacity and integrity to do so. 
A n honest, upright, sincere American, backed by the weight 
of national indorsement, is the only one who has a Chinaman's 
(hance of rescuing peace from an approaching global war. 
Basically, all the above is a test of the Republican Party. 
Can it rise to the emergencies of the times? Repeatedly in the 
past it has done so— from the day* of Lincoln down. O ne more 
month w ill tell the story of whether it can do so again.
